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REPORT OF DIRECTORS OF ORPHANS’ HOME. 

Jackson, Miss., December 3, 1907. 

To the Bishop and Members of Mississippi Annual Conference, 

M. E. Church, South: 

Brethren: — The Board of Directors of the Mississippi Orphans’ Home 
beg leave to report: 

The* manager. Rev. W. M. Williams, whose selection by the Board 
was confirmed by the Bishop presiding at the last session of the Missis- 
sippi Annual Conference, took charge of the Home on December 20, 1906, 
the transfer of management from Brother Oates to Brother Williams 
having been accomplished by Brother Dorsey of the North Mississippi 
Conference and Brother Bennett, the Auditor of the Board. 

The Home continues to hold a warm place in the hearts of our 
people, and we hardly feel it necessary to exhort to a more liberal sup- 
port of this noble institution, though all should’ know that every dollar 
received by the Home is used in the interest of the wards committed 
to our care. No one need fear an excess of contributions, since, as our 
means increase, the demands on us grow correspondingly. We strongly 
urge all friends of the Home to appreciate the fact that money in the 
hands of the manager is much more convenient than ready made gar- 
ments. 

The splendid plant we have at Jackson is constantly improving in 
appearance and enhancing in value. We submit herewith a statement 
from the Manager, which is so comprehensive that we do not alter or 
amend it. 

Brother W. M. Williams took charge of the Home December 20, 1906. 
At that time there were in the Home one hundred and fifteen children, 
and there have been forty-three admitted since, fifty-nine have gone out, 
and there are at present ninety-nine children in the Home. There are 
four girls in college who are supported by friends. There is also one 
boy at Millsaps College. We have three teachers in the school, which 
has ninety enrolled, with an average attendance of seventy-eight. The 
teachers are paid out of public school funds during the public school 
term. The majority of the children are making good progress in their 
school work. The moral condition of the Home is very good. Seventy 
of the children are members of the church, forty-eight of whom have 
joined this year.

Brother Williams, like some of his predecessors, has had 
to contend with an epidemic during the year. A large number of the 
children had typhoid fever and four of them died. Too much cannot be 
said in favor of Brother Williams, and his good wife, for the manner in 
which they conducted the Home under the trying circumstances, and we 
pray God’s blessings upon them. 

We desire to express our appreciation of the special services of the 
physicians and others in the city of Jackson. 

The term of office of A. F. Watkins and R. W. Millsaps expires at 
this Conference and we recommend that you elect their successors.

EEPOET OF COMMITTEE ON PUBLISHING INTEEESTS. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

ear Brethren:— We, your Committee on Publishing- Interests, would 
respectfully report as follows: 

1. From the statement of our Publishing House, we are gratified to 
report continued prosperity and we would continue to urge upon our 
people the importance of acquaintance with literature. We welcome in 
this connection the presence of our Conference Colporter, Brother G W 
Bachman, and commend him to the liberal patronage of the Church 
throughout our territory. 

2. We rejoice in the excellence of our Quarterly Eeview and com- 
mend It as eminently worthy of the attention of both our preachers and 
laymen. 

3. We esteem our General Organ, the Nashville Christian Advocate, 
both as to mechanical make-up and editorial ability; and though we re- 
pet that its utterances are not always sound, yet in the main we deem 
it worthy of our great Church. We especially deplore the seeming at- 
tempts of its scholarly editor to depreciate the miraculous of the Holy 
Scriptures, and his efforts to relieve the same, by setting forth, supposed 
material causes to account for them. As instances, he tells us that the 
falling of the manna doubtless corresponded to some natural phenome- 
non;^^ that the cessation of the waters of the Jordan at the crossing of 
Israel, -^^was probably caused by a landslide, and supposes that the 
walls of Jericho fell as the result of an earthquake. He also attributes 
the fall of the Temple of Dagon to the nature of the material from which 
it was constructed, rather than to that Divine strength which wrought 
mightily in Sampson. 

W^e further deplore those statements from his pen which reflect upon 
the pcuracy and trustworthiness of the record: Such as Joshua trans- 

cending the Divine command in exterminating the Canaanites, and that 
Paul was in a dreamy state when he wrote the Epistle to the Ephesians. 

Such utterances, however our brother may regard or explain them, 
are interpreted by the common sense of his readers as an effort to set 
aside the miraculous elements of the Holy Scriptures. And we regard 
these utterances more dangerous, because of certain tendencies within 
the Church Catholic, which would entirely eliminate the supernatural 
from our Holy Christianity, denying even the miraculous conception of 
our Divine Lord — thus leaving us only a discredited and mutilated record 
without authority or power. 

4. We rejoice in the continued excellence of our Epworth Era, under 
the able management of our own H. M. DuBose, and we commend it most 
heartily to the young people of our Church, both because of its literary 
merit and its spiritual value, and recommend greater diligence in its 
circulation. 

5. We have come to regard the excellence of all our Sunday School 
literature as a matter of course, and we feel assured that the proposed 
changes will be improvements indeed. We trust that no school within our 
connection or influence will prefer other publications to our own. 

6. We are delighted with that brisk and vigorous missionary publi- 
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cation, so appropriately called ^^Go Forward.’^ In its circulation let our 
watchword be onward. 

7. We recognize in that modest little paper called The Quiet Hour, 
the counterpart and correlative of ^'Go Forward. All forward spiritual 
movements from Pentecost to the present, are the result of the knowledge 
of the Word and of prayer. To foster these exercises the quiet hour has 
been established, and to this end it most ably ministers. We should be 
persistent in its circulation, and faithful in its study. 

8. We would not fail to note the continued merits of our own Con- 
ference organ, the New Orleans Christian Advocate, which is so essential 
to our work, and which should be dear to every heart and home within 
our bounds. We would put its circulation upon the hearts of all our 
pastors, and its patronage upon the intelligence and conscience, as well 
as upon the affection of our laymen. We commend the action of the 
Publishing Committee of the patronizing conferences in the re-election of 
Dr. J. W. Boswell for the ensuing year. We know from the light of ex- 
perience that it is in safe and efficient hands, and would assure the Doctor 
of our appreciation of his faithfulness and of his work. 

In this connection we would nominate as members of the Publishing 
Committee of the Advocate, M. L. Burton, W. H. Lewis, and C. W. 
Crisler. 

9. We appreciate greatly the work being done by the Historical 
Society of the Mississippi Conference, in preserving the worthy annals of 
an heroic past. The association is now putting through the press of our 
own publishing house, the second volume of the History of Methodism 
in Mississippi, by Rev. J. G. Jones, which work was written by the author 
thirty years ago, at the request of the Mississippi Conference. Let us 
esteem it a sacred duty and joyous privilege to circulate the same, and 
every way to encourage the association.

The report of the Committee on Temperance was read and adopted, 
as follows; 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference; 

Dear Brethren; — We are very much gratified to report that a strong 
healthy sentiment in favor of the absolute prohibition of the liquor traffic 
has become so widespread in our State that it is conceded even by the 
liquor men themselves that the legislature to convene in a few days will 
surely give us state wide prohibition, following the example so recently 
set by Georgia and Alabama. 

Our present governor has said to us that he will, in his message to 
the legislature, urge the passage of such a law, and the incoming gov- 
ernor, who will be inaugurated three weeks after the legislative session 
begins, is on record as an earnest, outspoken, uncompromising prohibi- 
tionist. 

Very many of the members of the legislature have publicly in their 
canvass declared themselves in favor of this measure. 

It is conceded generally that the prohibition sentiment has so grown, 
even in the few counties that have not banished the saloon under the 
local option law, that a strong, rigid prohibition statute for the whole 
State can be enforced quite as well as is any other prohibition law. This 
means, beyond all question, that the time has fully come for this for- 
ward movement. 

We therefore recommend that the Conference adopt the following 
petition, and that the Secretary be instructed to have prepared two 
copies of the petition properly endorsed, sending one to the Senate and 
the other to the House of Representatives, at the very beginning of the 
coming session of the legislature. 

PETITION. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Mississippi; 
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ninety-foueth session 

The Misaissippi Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South representing more than forty thousand citizens of our Common- 
weMth, and voicing the wishes of many thousand more, respectfully 
petition your honorable bodies, as follows: 

1. We beg that you enact a law absolutely forbidding the sale, the 
giving away, or the manufacture of intoxicating Uquors; and that you 
provide that there be submitted to the people for their ratification a 
constitutional amendment prohibiting forever such sale, dispensing, and 
manufacture. 

2. We ask that the present excellent Dram-Shop chapter of the 
ode be retained, with only such amendments as are necessary to make 

effective the statutory state wide prohibition of the liquor traffic. 

3. We ask that the enactments of the last legislature aimed at 
the suppression of the nefarious C. O. D. traffic, and which were so very 

effective, be so amended as to suppress the obnoxious jug-trade, as it 
is called. 

4. We beg that the Dram-Shop chapter be further amended so as to 
require that every violation of the prohibition law be punished by im- 
prisonment and fine, rather than by fine or imprisonment. 

5. We beg further, that it be made unlawful for any newspaper or 
other advertising agent or agency or institution operating in the State 
to advertise any liquor-selling business. 

6. We beg, lastly, that legislation which will effectually prevent 
the social clubs, lodges, or brotherhoods keeping buffets, for dispensing 

liquors, or any other form of bar-keeping or saloon running under an 
assumed name.

REV. A. D. MILLEB. 



Rev. A. D. Miller, son of a local preacher, was born on a 
farm in Coffee County, Alabama, January 17, 1845. On February 
28, 1867, he was married to Miss Amanda D, Barnes. To them 
were born nine children, six of whom, three boys and three girls, 
with his wife, are living. He moved with his father’s family to 
Mississippi and settled in Leake County, in December, 1869. 
Some time early in life he made a profession of religion and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. As a Confederate 
soldier he served with distinction during the last two years of 
the Civil War, under Generals Johnson and Hood, receiving a 
wound in the chest in battle near Nashville, Tenn. In 1870 he 
was licensed to preach and for the next eight years he con- 
tinued to farm, preaching and exhorting as opportunity afforded. 
In the winter of 1878 he was appointed as a supply to Fannin 
and Hollybush Circuit. At the sei^sion of the Mississippi Confer- 
ence, December, 1880, Brother Miller was received on trial and 
sent to the Fannin and Hollybush charge, which he served four 
years. He served Trenton Circuit four years, Cato Circuit four 
years, Barlow Circuit two years. Oak Ridge Circuit three years, 
Hermanville Circuit four years, Harriston Circuit four years, and 
Pearl Street Station, Natchez, three years. He had just returned 
from Conference, where he had been appointed the fourth time 
to Pearl Street Station, when, December 30, 1906, he passed 
peacefully to rest and reward from his parsonage home in 
Natchez, Miss., surrounded by those he loved so tenderly. On 
the last day of the 'old year loving hands laid his mortal remains 
away in the little cemetery at Hermanville, Miss., there to await 
the resurrection of the dead. 

Brother Miller’s early education was somewhat limited, not 
so much even as was given in the common schools of his youth. 
But annointed of God to preach the Gospel, he gave himself dili- 
gently and prayerfully to this one thing, making a very useful 
and successful itinerant preacher, in a measure overcoming these 
early disadvantages. 

He was a good man, a kind husband and father, a sympa- 
thizing and helpful friend, a useful citizen, a self-sacrificing and 
diligent pastor. He loved everybody and worked untiringly for 
the salvation of all men. His life and ministry were a bene- 
diction to the city of Natchez. He had a wonderful hold on the 
hearts of all people. 

Men, women, and children in all walks of life and of all 
creeds called him Brother Miller, felt a personal interest in him, 
and wept over him at his death. His character was transparent, 
his life an open book. The world is better because he lived and 
preached. He shall ever shine as the brightness of the stars, 
because he turned many to righteousness. May his loved ones 
find comfort in the Gospel he preached and lived. 




REV. NEWTON B. YOUNG. 



Rev. Newton B. Young, son of Rev. Samuel Young and 
Elizabeth Maxey, was born in Hopkinsville, Ky., January 4, 
1834. He came to Mississippi when quite young. He was con- 
verted at Bond^s Camp Ground about 1855. In 1858, as a pious 
youth, he fell into the hands of Rev. H. M. Youngblood, who 
rendered him every assistance needful to prepare him for the 
ministry, to which calling he was then looking. 

During that year he was associated closely with him who 
was afterwards known as the St. John of our Conference — 
Rev. W. B. Lewis. For months they roomed together and 
talked of their future plans in life. 

He was licensed to preach by the Meadville Quarterly Con- 
ference, Rev. J. G. Jones, then Presiding Elder of the Fayette 
District, presiding. That winter he entered the Mississippi 
Conference in company with Brothers R. B. Downer, W. B. Lewis 
and a number of others who have been called home years ago. 

Brother Young filled the following appointments: Black 

Creek Mission, 1859; Columbia, 1860; ordained deacon at Natchez 
by Bishop Early and appointed to Garlandsville, 1861; Monti- 
cello, 1862. He soon afterward joined the Confederate States^ 
army as a private, but was afterwards appointed chaplain; 
1864, ordained elder at Crystal Springs by Bishop Paine, and 
reappointed to Confederate States’ army as chaplain; 1865, ap- 
pointed to Philadelphia; 1866, Sharon Colored Circuit; 1867, 
Vernon and Livingston; 1868, Mt. Carmel (at this Conference 
he was one of the twenty preachers who volunteered to assist in 
raising funds for the repair of Centenary College); 1869, Co- 
lumbia Mission; 1870-71, Mt. Carmel Circuit; 1872, East Baton 
Rouge; 1874, China Grove Circuit; 1875, East Feliciana; 1876-77, 
Walnut Grove; 1878-79, Bayou Pierre; 1880-81, Brandywine; 
1882, Covington; 1883, Westville; 1884, Carthage; 1885, Poncha- 
toula Mission; 1886, Agent of the American Bible Society; 
1887-88, Roxie; 1889-90, Mt. Carmel; 1891-92, Vancleave; 1893, 
North Wilkinson; 1894, Amite. 

He was married May 29, 1860, to Miss Sallie E. Pope, who 
shared with him all the joys as well as the discomforts of his 
itinerant life. One brother, who knew him well, pays this tribute 
to him: never heard him complain of an appointment.” Of 

his ministry, another has said, ^‘His help in protracted meetings 
was sought for.” Brother Young was a student of the Bible. 
During his last illness, while asleep, he would quote entire chap- 
ters. He loved to preach. Our presiding elders will doubtless 
testify that every year since he has been on the superannuate 
list he has sought work after every Conference. This year he 
has served a work in the Brookhaven District. About two weeks 
before his death he came to his home in Poplarville for medical 




attention. Dr. Hill, who gave him careful attention, thought his 
work was done as soon as he saw him. 

Although Brother and Sister Young never had any children, 
they have reared three. These all learned to love them as 
parents. The adopted son, Pernell Young, still remains with 
Sister Young in the little home. 

Two days before Brother Young's death I spent the after- 
noon with him. He was going about the house, and none thought 
the end so near. On the morning of the 3rd of July he insisted 
that Sister Young and the son drive into town to attend to some 
business. When they left the house he was sitting on the front 
gallery. She was gone about half an hour, and on entering the 
room she found that he had been called home. A faithful 
preacher and pastor has gone to his reward. On July 4, 1907, 
at 4 P. M., assisted by Brothers T. B. Holloman, J. E. Jones, and 
Brother Culpepper (the pastor of the Baptist Church), we laid 
him to rest in the Poplarville cemetery.

This is 
as It should be, and shows wisdom on the part of the Church, for if we 
expect to maintain the Church it must be done through the Sunday 
bchool, which is really the work shop of the Church. 

Again, the increased interest in Christian education is cause for 
muc gratification, as it indicates the recognition of the fact that our 
future prosperity and glory is in the training of the young life of the 
Church and nation. 

If we do not educate our sons and daughters for Christian usefulness, 
the world will certainly win them for itself. We note with rejoicing the" 

large number of conversions and additions to the Church membership 
during the past year. 

Your •committee would insist that the Church, both lay and clerical, 
should do all in its power to increase their faith, strengthen their hope 
and perfect them in love, and we, as a church, should so stress the need 
o spiritual life, both by precept and example, that every name added 
to our number shall be an additional force for the accoinplisnment of 
good in the world. 

We realize that unless the Church shall be a spiritual force which 
shall strengthen those who come to us, and make them a power for good 

then these very members will become a menace that shall in the end be 
our undoing. 

We would further insist that it is the duty of every pastor to stress 
the obligation of living up to the vows taken when entering the Church 
and that no member shall be permitted to remain among us, who habit- 
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usually breaks these vows by indulging in those things which the Church 
forbids. 

The modern dance, both in its private and public exhibition, is 
utterly opposed to the genius of Christianity as taught by us. 

In this same condemnation as equally contrary to the Scriptures 
which^ declare, **that the friendship of the world is enmity against 
God,^^ and also to our general rules, and the vuw which our members 
have voluntarily assumed, are included card playing, attendance upon 
the race course, theatre-going, and the like. Since our general rules 
declare that those offences are justifiable grounds of discipline, we would 
recommend that all pastors take a census of the membership of their 
charges as to those who are indulging in such worldly amuse- 
ments as are forbidden by the discipline in regard to those 
members who will not mend their ways, for if the Church believes, as it 
so states, that such indulgences are sinful, and hurtful to the spiritual 
life, and will cause loss of those so indulging, is it not unjust to those 
members, as well as hurtful to ourselves, to continue them among us, 
thus encouraging them to be at ease in Zion, and therefore making no 
effort toward a spiritual life? 

It will hardly be denied that the worldly life of so many of its 
members, is sapping the spirituality of the Church, and weakening our 
strength and glory as a mighty spiritual force, raised up to spread 
^‘scriptural holiness over these lands. We would suggest that the 
pastors have this report printed in leafiet and distribute to every 
member.

The following report from the Sunday School Board was 
read and adopted: 

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference, M. E. 

Church, South: 

Dear Brethren: — Reports from the various pastoral charges show 
that we have 404 Sunday Schools, with 2539 ofS^cers and teachers, and 
25,193 scholars. This is a decrease of 24 schools and an increase of 688 
scholars over last year. It is the sincere wish and earnest prayer of the 
Sunday School Board that this large body of young life be brought into 
union with the visible Church of Christ, and to conscious salvation from 
sin. Anything short of this is to be deeply regretted. 

The board held no Institute the past year, but has planned for the 
coming year a Sunday School Superintendent's Institute to be held jointly 
with the North Mississippi Conference, and three Conference Institutes, 
one in the Eastern, one in the Western, and one in the Southern section 
of the Conference. 

The board also urges the holding of Sunday School Conferences in 
connection with the several District Conferences, as provided for in Para- 
graph 243, Discipline of 1906. 
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Arrangements have already been made and are being perfected to 
aid the pastors and Sunday School Superintendents in the systematic 
organization of our Sunday Schools, such as grading, Home Departments, 
Teachers^ Meetings and Study Circles, Baby Rolls, Adult Bible Classes, 
etc. Full information will be given in due time, and we ask the active 
and sympathetic co-operation of all our pastors and Sunday School 
workers. 

We would also respectfully urge the organization of every Sabbath 
School into a Missionary Society, and that the very general habit of 
turning the money thus raised into the regular collections, be discon- 
tinued as rapidly as possible, and that this money be held as a surplus, 
or, what is far better, devoted to some specific phase of missionary work. 
We believe a careful consideration of this matter will commend it to 
every thoughtful pastor. 

We are pleased with the changes being made in our Sunday School 
Literature and trust the brethren will take advantage of the larger oppor- 
tunity offered for more successful work.

REPORT OF EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — ^It has been said that Freeborn Garretson, the first 
missionary sent out by American Methodism, was converted on horse- 
back, and in every forward movement inaugurated since that day Meth- 
odism has taken her place and had her part.

Report, No. 2, of the Board of Missions, was read and 
adopted, as follows: 

REPORT NO 2— BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — Your Board of Missions is profoundly grateful to 
God for the success of our missionary interests at home and in the foreign 
field. While the assessments have not been paid in full, we have raised 
more money for Domestic Missions than last year. There has been an 
increase in the number of individuals and churches uspporting individual 
missionaries, so we are able to report a gratifying advance in this im- 
portant work. 

We have raised on assessments this year for Foreign Missions, 
$10,360.35, as against $11,154.92 for 1906; and for Domestic Missions 
$10,094.76, as against $8379.95 for 1906. 
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Our collections this year for both Foreign and Domestic Missions 
amount to $20,455.11, besides $5087.18 for specials, much of which was 
raised by our Conference Missionary Evangelist. 

In addition to this several of our Sunday Schools and churches have 
undertaken the building of homes for Korean pastors and also given aid 
to the Kobe Institute, in Japan. Several of our churches are doing mis- 
sionary work on the ‘‘Station Plan.’’ 

Your board is made to rejoice in the evidence of the quickened mis- 
sionary spirit among our people. We have been delighted to have with 
us Eev. Geo. D. Parker, from our Brazilian mission, and Eev. J. L. 
Gerdine, former superintendent of our mission in Korea. They brought 
us messages from the field, which will contribute to the cause of missions 
among our people, and especially those who heard them. Eev. Ed. F. 
Cook, Superintendent of the Young People’s Department of our Board, 
met with our board and also delivered interesting addresses, which were 
greatly appreciated, helpful, and inspiring. 

We recommend the Missionary Libraries and Study Courses supplied 
by the Young People’s Department. In these we have offered oppor- 
tunities to purchase valuable books at less than half the usual cost, and 
also secure that information which is so necessary for largest service in 
the great cause of our Lord. No pastor could do a better thing than 
organize his young people into classes for the study of missions as given 
in this splendid literature of ’the Church. 

We call special attention of our pastors to “Go Forward.” This 
valuable paper should be in every home of our Church. Coming, as it 
does, with sparkling news from the field, it can but thrill and inspire to 
missionary zeal more and more. 

We rejoice with our great Church in the marvelous beginning of the 
“Laymen’s Missionary Movement.” Surely God is leading the host of 
Israel as never before. May He lead on from conquest to victory. We 
urge our Presiding Elders to appoint ten laymen from each of their dis- 
tricts to attend the Laymen’s Missionary Conference in Chattanooga, 
Tenn,, in April next. 

We are glad to learn that our Training School at Nashville is meeting 
with such favor at the hands of the different Conferences. We sent four 
men to this school last year and propose to send two this. 

The Woman’s Foreign and Home Missionary Societies are in a more 
healthy condition than they have been before. The Foreign Missionary 
Society is now supporting two missionaries in the field, having undertaken 
this year the support of Miss Nell Drake. The Home Mission Society is 
supporting Miss Boykin at Biloxi, who is doing missionary work among 
the factory people of that city. We most heartily congratulate the good 
women of our Church in these societies. 

We respectfully call attention of our Presiding Elders to two re- 
quirements of our Discipline: first. That a District Missionary Institute 
shall be held on each district in the early part of the year; and, secondly. 
That the Presiding Elder shall preach at least one missionary sermon a 
year on each pastoral charge.

The Board of Church Extension made the following report, 
which was adopted: 

REPORT OF BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — Your Board of Church extension has had placed in 
its hands a communication from Dr. W. F. McMurry, Secretary of the 
General Board of Church Extension, which showed that 5 1-10 

churches had been aided for every week since its organization twenty-five 
years ago. 

During the past year there has been raised $111,906.33 for this work, 
which is 89^ per cent, of the total assessment, as against 82 7-10 per cent, 
the year previous. 

Out of this amount the Conference Boards have aided 396 churches 
to the amount of $51,645.58, and the General Board has helped 140 
churches to the extent of $55,276.33. 

The Parent Board has also made loans to the amount of $72,650.00. 
This communication showed that the effort to build a church in the city 
of Washington is meeting with success, and we commend the work to the 
brethren of our Conference, but do not recommend any assessment for 
same at this time. 

We would especially call the attention of our people to the Savings 
Fund" department of this great work, and would recommend that any 
congregation which has building funds on hand and are not yet ready to 
build, should write to Dr. W. F. McMurry concerning the investment of 
its funds until it is prepared to build. 

The Parent Board has helped churches within our own Conference 
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this year, as follows: Poplarville, by donation, $250.00, by loan, $500.00; 
Washington Street, Vicksburg, by donation, $250.00; Escatawpa, by dona- 
tion, $250.00. It also paid this year a grant made last year, to South 
Side Meridian, to the extent of $300.00. 

We would urge our people to pay half the Church Extension assess- 
ment the first part of the year, as that would enable the General Board 
to pay the grants made at their May meeting promptly, instead of having 
to wait until fall. 

According to our Treasurer's report we have raised this year for 
Church Extension $3780.50 on an assessment of $4255.00, which is $486.50 
more than we raised last year. One-half of this amount goes to the 
Parent Board, leaving us, after deducting expenses, $1815.00 to distribute 
among thirty churches, which asked for the modest sum of $6919.75, being 
almost four times as much as we have to distribute; consequently many 
of these churches could not be helped at all, and others could not get the 
full amount for which they asked. 

After careful and prayerful consideration of the needs and merits of 
each application, we have made the apportionment, as follows:
